Condemns Birth Control 

NEW YORK CITy.— Birth control 
was osvailed in an address by Dr. 
James J. Walsh, Catholic physician 
and historian, before the Catholic 
Physicians’ Guild of the Bronx at « 
breakfast at Fordham University re- 
cently. Dr. Walsh said that the use 
of contraceptives must be eliminated 
if the human race is to be main- 
tained. 

The addresses of Dr. Walsh and 
others turned on the speech of H. G. 
Wells, British author, at a meeting of 
the National Committee on Federal 
Legisiation for Birth Control.

We had intended to comment on the report of Dr. Walter 
Laidlaw, of the Cities Census Committee, who, in announcing 
the religious complexion of the population of New York City, 
credits Protestants with 2,581,024. 

But we prefer to copy the comment of Mr. Scanlan, of 
the BROOKLYN TABLET, 

Mr. Laidlaw divides the total population of the metro- 
polis of the United States as follows: Protestants, 2,58 1,024; 
Catholics, 2,862,805; Jewish, 1,871,521; Eastern Orthodox, 
111,096 ; comprising a total of 6,930,446. 

Mr. Scanlan's observations are as follows: 

“Quite peculiarly the total population of the city is 
6,980,446. This means that Dr. Laidlaw has performed a re- 
markable work in conversion. He has converted every person 
in this city who is not a Catholic or a Jew, into a Protestant. 
Joseph Lewis and his whole atheist group, John Haynes 
Holmes and the millions who attend no church; Pastor Rus- 
sell’s followers, who continually attack organized Protestant- 
ism, are labeled Protestants. If Dr. Laidlaw means anyone 
who protests about things is a Protestant, his figures may be 
correct, but then he should have grouped most Catholics un- 
der the heading. 

“We wish Dr. Laidlaw was correct. We wish there were 
2,58 1.024 members of the Protestant churches in this city. 
We think, however, if 2,400,000 were listed as infidels and 
180,000 as Protestants, that would be nearly correct. There 
are not 200,000 Protestants in this city. If there are, then 
where are they? Where are the churches? When are they 
occupied? Here is an apartment with say 300 people as 
dwellers; 120 are Catholic and go to church every Sunday; 
12 are Jews, and of the remaining 168, just four attend the 
nearby Protestant church. Why call the other 164 Protes- 
tants when they never attend church and believe in nothing? 
They are not Protestants. 


“We repeat again, we wish the Doctor was correct. Reli- 
gion of any kind is far better than infidelity. But we know 
he is incorrect. The figures sound so much like the sum totals 
supposed to have attended Klan rallies on the Island years 
ago. When 300 would be present an extra cipher would be 
added and then the whole multiplied by three.“

Modernists in religion, who like to call themselves Pro- 
gressives”, who denounce the Church of the Middle Ages and

A writer in a recent number of the FORUM condemns 
the standardization which has followed in the wake of mod- 
ernism, a standardization which is dealing a death blow to 
liberty. This standardization, the writer contends, is a fine 
thing for a Ford car, but a very bad thing for a human being, 
who, if he respects himself, should cherish liberty within the 
law, the liberty to exert his talent and initiative for his own 
self-advancement, a liberty which shrinks from being mould- 
in a groove prepared for the less talented and less am- 


bitious.
